Hitherto Local Tribunals have held that 
objection to particular wars or wars fought 
With particular weapons eannot be accepted 
as conscientious objection within the mean- 
ine of the National Service Act.

These are no doubt meant to while away 
the extra hours of leisure aud to provide 
those Who can answer Chea with a sense of 
intellectual superiority: though to many 
the attempt omiust be oa depres 
experience | 

The initiative of James Reston of the 
New York Times bas persuaded Mr, Stalin 
lo take part in a Christmas quiz, allhough 
apparently it was intended that his answers 
should be used for a New Year erecting. 

Mr. Stalin has had less difficulty than 
most competitors in answering the quiz, but 
thal may be beeause the questions were 
more familiar, 

In most cases answers toa Christmas quiz 
are published on another page in the same 
paper, so that competitors can easily refer 
to them if they are stumped, In the ease 
of Mr. Stalin, since the questions differed 
little from those put to him by Mr. Elliot 
Roosevelt in 1917 or by an American cor- 
respondent in January 1949 and on other 
occasions since, the answers have been pre 
viously published, 

Santa Stalin has therefore brought lithe 
that is new to the Christmas festivities, 
l though that is not to discount the value of 
his present, 

Ne still believes that the co-existence of 
Mast and West ig possible, and, therefore, 
that war is not inevitable, 

Since war is not a natural disaster which 
happens beyond man’s control but ig always 
the result of the deliberate decision of 
those who hold the destiny of peoples in 
their hands, it ig never inevitable. Bul it 
remains true that the logieal outeome of 
the policies which both sides are pursuing 
is war. 

In the face of the policy of containing 
Communism or even of liberation from 
Connnunism, it would be valuable if the 
leaders of the Western powers would also 
specifically say that they helieve that co- 
existence igs possible.  ~ 

In view of the faet that there is wide- 
spread and legitimate concern about much 
that is happening in the Eastern bloc, and 
that co-existence, while it does not mean 
an approval af what is believed to be wrong, 
does Involve the yefusal to attempt to eradi- 
cate what is wrong by the equally wrony 
method of war, it is of importance to know 
whether the man in the street believes that 
co-existence ig possible, 

It was perhaps not surprising that Mr. 
Stalin should declare that the sources of 
tension Jie in the policy of the “cold war” 
against the Soviet Union. 


But “cold war” involves two parties, and 
though Peaee News has always opposed the 
so-ealled Western defence policy, involving 
ns it does the North Atlantic Pact, the es- 
{ablishment of American air bases and the 
vesemament of both Japan and Germany, 
it is clear that ageressive action ig not con- 
fined to one side. 

It would therefore be interesting to know 
whether Mr, Stalin is really unable to see 
that astern policy appears ta Western 
eyes aS areressive us does Western policy 
Lo him.

As a Congress, however, it has clearly 
been a futility, 

Most of the thines decided upon might 
very well have been settled by giving an 
,Omnibus approval to the mam proposals 
that have been advanced by Mr. Vyshinsky 
‘from dime to time at the United Nations. 

The Congress decided on a call for a five- 
power pact, but there was surely no need. 
for a world gathering at Vienna to add one 
more deelaradion jn favour of that, 

There waa a condemnation of the Bonn 
contractual agreements, a matter upon 
which pacifiats join with the Russians and 
Che Partisans of Peace, There was an en- 
dorsement for Mr, Vyshinsaky’s line on the 
question of disarmament, and there was a 
declaration in fayour of Fast-West trade. 

The Congress met under two serious 
fandicaps, The great majority of the dele- 
rates must have fell adbicter disappointment 
at the treatment iby the representatives of 

“the Cominform States in the United Nations 
of (he Indian proposals for ending the 
Korean war. 

All the members of the British Peace 
Committee, for instanee, and of the local 
peace committees in thig country must have 
felt, before Mr. Vyshinsky declared himself, 
that here was being propounded what wis 
asaentially the type of negotiating basis 
that the many simple peace-lovers enrolled 
as partisang of peace would weleome in 
thely hearts. 


Canon Harman’s was an isolated voice on 
this jasue but the sentiments he expressed 
"must have received much quiet endorsement 
in the Congress among those who did not 
fas] they could express themselves with 
similar freedam, 
iNething of this view came through into 
the resolutions. ‘Mr. Vyshinsky had already 
candomned it. He had not only vetoed it 
tas a peace approach that might he under- 
daken by the Assembly but he had also 
evotoed it Tor the Vienna Peace Congress. 


However attracted to the Indian proposals 
may have been the members of the Peace 
Committees, we knew when Mr. Vyshinsky 
had apoken that nothing along these lines 
could possibly meel with approval at 
Vienna; and those who had been subseribing 
ta sead delerates to Vienna, and inseribing: 
their messages in little note-bnoks (of

The Rosenbergs 


Hk present age is not only one of 

extreme violence; it is also one 
in which an extreme deyree of moral 
foulness in personal relationships is 
encouraged for political and military 
reasons, 

Thus in the recent Prague trials we had 
the abominable spectacle of a wile callings 
for the death penally upon her husband. 

This was Joubtles; under an impulse of 
extreme fear, but the thing does nol. become 
less unpleasant to eontemplate on thal 
account, 

{t ig wot only in the “iron-curtain” eoun- 
tries, however, that personal gelf-degrada- 
tion can be encouraged for reasons of state. 
The basis of the charges upon which the 
Rosenbergs were condemned to death for 
espionage in the USA was a declaration by 
Mrs. Kosenberp’s brother, David Green- 
glaas, Limoclf under charges of espionage. 

In the ouleame the Rosenbergs were sen- 
tenced to dgath, while Greenglass was 
sentenced to fifteen years imprisonment, his 
wife, also invelved, not beiny put under 
charge. 

The execution af the Rosenbergs is fixed 
for January 12. Aithough we have veferred 
ty the matter before, we feel impelled te 
draw attention ta it again in view of the 
short time available to secure a reprieve. 

We do not know whether or not they have 
heen guilty of the disclosure of secrets re- 
lating to the atom bomb.

That Greenglass has been sentenced to 
imprisonment instead of death may not be 
relevant, as thig was probably part of the 
price for his denuneiation of his sister. 
Harry Gold, hawever, who was convicted on 
charges mare serious thon those against the 
Rosenbersyrs was nat condemned to death but 
fo imprisoument: and on this side of the 


Atlantic this alsa applies to Fuchs and 
Nuon Mny (the Iatter having now been 
released). 


Death dissolves no doubts 


President Truman has been urged in some 
quarters to show elemency in this case to 
mark the difference between Western legal 
standards and those of the Cominform 
countries, 

‘We do not urge this as a reason why the 
Rosenbergs should be reprieved, Whatever 
mity be the outcome of this ease we can be 
thankful that we have so far nothing in the 
West that can compare with what we have 
seen at Prague, or in earlier years in Mos 
cow, for its ruthless disregard for human 
feeling, 

We hope the Rosenbergs will not be put 
to death because their execution wauld in- 
dicate a deliberate debasing of western 
standards, and also because there is so much 
that is dubious in the evidence upon which 
they were convicted and in its appraisal by 
the Judpe. 

These doubts that are widely felt. will in- 
evitably be strengthened if it is soneht to 
smother them by killing the Rosenbergs.

A) Gatholic appellant, Gerald Parker, 
based his objection to military serviee upon 
the teaching: of St. Thomas Aquinas and the 
doetrine of the “ just war.” 

Mr, I. oC. Anderson, his solicitor, ex- 
plained that this was in aceord with the 
orthodex teaching of the Church. St. 
Thomas had held that wars could be either 
just or unjust and that it would be wrong: 
for Catholics to participate in unjust wars. 

The decision as to whether any particular 
war Was just was left to individual con- 
science and in this instance Gerald Parker 
was of opinion that modern war could not 
be just because modern weapons of mass 
extermination made it inevitable that the 
guilty should suffer with the innocent. 


As he suw it, no present or likely con- 
flict could fulfil the requirements ef a 
just war. 


Mr. Parker was asked by the Tribunal 
if he did not consider that the good that 
mirht be achieved by war eould not out- 
weigh the evi) attendant upon the means 
used to wae that war, 

“No,” he replied, © good ends do not jus- 
tify evil means. Uf you give money to the 
poor, that is good; but if you steal the 
money from a bank in order to do go, then 
it is tbad.”
